A special feature of this issue is the inclusion of a report on‘‘Pilot Economic 
Census conducted in 5 Taluks of Chengalpattu District’. 


The co-operation extended by other Heads of Departments in furnishing 
the statistics required, is gratefully acknowledged.

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ECONOMIC SITUATION IN TAMIL NADU. 


Rainfaill—The South-West monscon which set in one day advance was eiratic 
the beginnig. However, it had augeted well in the subsequent months. It was 
geticraly well distributed, though the precipitation in the intcrior Tamil Nadu had 
been below the mark. The South-West Monsoon was normal in June and Septembe,r 
d.:fic cnt in July and excess:ve in August. 


Tre performance of the South-West Monsoon was better than normal for the third 
year in gsuecession, The South-West monsoon was cxcessive (+20 per cent and above 
normal) in the districts of North Arcot, Coimbatore and the Nilgiris. It was deficient 
(-~20 per cent to—59 percent of the normal) in the districts of Tirunelveli and 
Kanniyakumari, The precipitation was normal in the other districts of the State. 


Water Supply.—Duting the quarter ended September 1977, most of the tanks in 
the d'stricts of North Arcot, South Arcot, Salem, Coimbatore, Pudukkottai. Ran.ana- 
thapuram and Tirunelveli were dry. The water supply in the other districts was also 
reported to be inadequate. 


The water level in the reservoirs of Redhills, Sholavaram, Poondi, Va'gai. Fape- 
nasam, Manimuthur, Pachip patai and Perunchanai had steadily decrescd during the 
quarter und.t teview. The water levelin the reservoirs of Periyar, Amaravathi ard 
Stanely had increased in July but declined thereafter. The waterlevel in Sathanur 
dam, though increascd during the first and third months. showed @ decreasing trend 
in August. The water level in the Bh@vani Reservoir declincd in Septembcr that of 
Wellington had steedily increesed during the quarter. 


Crop Prospects.—Rains received during the quarter ended 3Cth September 1977, 
were helpful for standing paddy, Cotton, Groundnut, Cholam, Cumbu. Ragi ctc. The 
rains had facil'tated the preparatory village conditions of wet ard dry crops in various 
parts of th: State. Sowing of Paddy, G:oundnut, Gingerly, Cumbu, Varagu and 
Cholam were done in certain parts af South Arcotand Coimbatore districts. Trans- 
plantation of Samba paddy was in pfogress in certain parts of North Arcot District 
under well irrigation. In Pudvkkottai district transplantat‘on of Paddy was in 
progress wherever watct was available in tanks. The extent of area under Kuruvai 
paddy was 3°20 lakh acres.in Tanjavur distr ct. Transplantaticn of Samba paddy had 
commenced in certain parts of Thanjavur district. Transplantation of paddy was 
completed in certain parts of Madurai district. Sowing of Paddy. varagu, Ragi, 
Gingelly were over in certain parts of Ramanathapuram district. 


The condition of the standing crops was fa’r in all the districts of the State except, 
in certain parts of South Arcot, Salem, Dh rmapuri, Coimbatore, Ramanathapuram, 
Tirunelveli and Kanniyakumari districts due to inadequate rains and irrigational 
facilities. More rains were needed to save the standing crops in ceftain parts of 
the State. 


Agriculture —The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to village 
papers was 13:0 million hectares in 1975-76, out of which the net arca sown account: d 
for 6°0 million hectares, the arca cultivable but not cultivated was 2°7 million hc ctares 
and the uncultivable land, was 4°3 million hectares. Out of 6°0 million hectares of the 
net arca sown, 2°6 million hectares or about 43 per cent was ifrigated. The afca 
sown more than once was 1'2 million Lectares, of which 0°8 m'llion hectares or about 
65 per cent was irrigatcd. 


The gross cropped area was 7:2 million hectares, out of which 3:4 million hectares 
cr 47 pet cent was irrigated, 
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Crop yieldjs.—The estimated average yield of principal crops in 1976-77 is as shown

The decrease in the yield of rice is due to drought in the beginning of 1976-77 and floods 
in the second half of the year. 


There was remarkable increase in the yield of unirrigated varieties of crops in 1976-77. 


Index number of Agricultural Economy.—The \ndex numbers (Final) of atea urder 
crops, yield production, net area sown , cropping intensity, and productivity per hectare for 
the year 1975-76 have increased by 7°8, 22°7, 30°7, 7:2, 0°5, 22:0 points respectively as 
compared with the final indices for the year 1974-75. The index of cropping pattern has 
decreased by 4°5 points in 1975-76 as compared to the previous year. 


Industrial production.—During the quarter ended June 1977 Industrial Production in 
Tamil Nadu faced a set back as the average General Index (Base1970—-100) dropped to 
141'2 recording a decrease of 13°0 points or 8°4 per cent. 


Significant decreases in production were noticed in respect of Sugar (Refined), Earth 
Moving Machinery, High Pressure Boilers and Fittings and Textile Machinery Frames. 


Substantial increases in output were observed in respect of Gypsum,Refined Oil, Tea 
processed, Transformers, Railway Wagons and Bicycles. 
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Handloom.—The estimated production of handloom cloth in Tamil Nadu was 15,161 
thousand metres during the quarter ended June 1977, showing a fall of 0-41 per cent when 
campared to the previous quarter. 


Electricity —During the quarter ended September 1977, the electricity generated was 
1,489 million units as against 933 million units in the previous quarter. 


The consumption of electricity had decreased from 1,714 million units during the quarter 
ended March 1977 to 1,576 million units during the quarter ended June 1977. 


Marine Fisheries —-The Marine Fish landings on the coastline of Tamil Nadu for the 
quarter ended 30th September 1977 is estimated at 32,990 tonnes (Provisional) as against 
28,180 tonnes for the previous quarter representing an increase of 17-0 per cent. 


Joint Stock Companies.—During the quarter ended June 1977, 43 .companies were 
newly registered as against 46 companies in the previous quarter. The total authorised capi- 
tal of the companies registered during the quarter was Rs. 834'50 lakhs as against Rs. 879.69 
lakhsinthe previous quarter. 


During the quarter, 3 companies Went into liquidation. 


Transport.—During the quarter ended September 1977 the number of motor vehicles 
newly registered was 5,362 as against 5,562 in the previous quarter, showing a decline in the 
number of registrations. 


Index. number of wholesale prices in Tamil Nadu .—(Base : Prices on 21st August 1939==100 
During the quarter under review, the index, number of wholesale prices of focd- 
grains advanced by 2°3 per cent, while that of Commercial products and ccemresite index 
decilined by 1°5 per cent and 0.3 per cent respectively. 


Rural price Index Numbers. —~(Base ; June 1971=100) During the quarter under 
review, the index number of Rural Prices for Thulayanatham, Guduvancheriand Kunnathur 
advanced while that of Puliyur, Agaram, Eriodu, Gokilapuram, and Kinathukadavu declined 


Consumer price Index Number for Urban Non- Manual Employees.—-(Base : 1960=s 
100) During the quarter ended June 1977, the Consumer Price Index Number for Urban 
Non -Manual Employees adavancedin Madras City and Madurai while it remained constant 
at Tiruchirappalli. 


Parity Index.—(Base : 1954-55=100). The Index number of parity between the 
prices received and prices paid by the farmer decilined by 14-5 per cent during the quartei. 


Consumer price Index number.—(Base ; 1960100) During the quarter under review. 
the Consumer Price Index numbers for September 1977 as compared to July 1977 advancedin 
Madras City, Tiruchirapalli, Coimbatore, and Coonoor centres, while those of Cuddalore 
Maduraiand Nagercoilregistereda decline. | , 


Employment.—The total number of employment seekers on the Live Register of Employ- 
ment Exchanges at the end of the quarter ended September 1977 increased by 5-3 percent 
compared with the previous quarter. The number of persons registered in the Exchanges 
during this quarter increased by 36°0 percent, compared with the previous quarter. The 
placements made through the Exchanges during this quarter decreased by 12°5 per cent 
compared With the previous quarter. 
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BRIEF ACCOUNT OF PILOT ECONOMIC CENSUS CONDUCTED IN THE 
FIVE TALUKS OF CHENGALPATTU DISTRICT IN FEBRUARY 1977. 


Introduction -—One of the serious short-comings in the present information system. in 
t he country is the lack of adequate data on the unorganised segments of industry, trade, 
transport, construction and services in the non agricultural sector of the Econcmy., The 
information currently available in respect of the non-agricultural sector relates only to the 
organised segments such as registered factories, mines, rai.ways, Civil aviation, State trans- 
port under. takings, major ports, banks and Insurance companies, recognised educational 
institutions, hospitals, etc.. These un organised segments account for over one-fourth of the 
net domestic production and for about one-fifth of the total number of workers and hence 
play an important role in achieving the major objectives of the Five Year Plans. Detailed 
information on the structure, organisation, out put, and productivity of the un-organised 
non-agricultural sectors is quite essential for effective planning for, balanced economic 
growth as well as for purposes of administration. Lack of information in this vita] area 
has been a serious handicap in the estimation of State and National incomes as also for 
identification of relatively backward districts. Witk a view to filling vp this vital gap, 
the Government of India have sanctioned, as a Centra] Plan scheme, a scheme of Feonomic 
Census and Surveys to be undertaken during the Fifth Plan period. 


The Economic Census proposed is the first of its kind in India. 
Object of the scheme.—The scheme is proposed to be implemented in two phases. 


() In the first phase, a census of all non-agricultural establishments in the urban 
and rural areas will be undertaken. 


(6) In the second and subsequent phases, sample surveys covering a fairly large num- 
ber of units engaged in non-agricultural economic activityin the unorgonised segments will 
be conducted. 


An establishment for the purpose of the Pilot Economic Census is one which under- . 


takes non-agricultural economie activity employing One or more persons hired on a fairly 
regular basis. 


Pilot Economic Census.—The Economic Census and Surveys in Tamil Nadu were pre 
ceded by a pilot economic census in a compact area of Chengalpattu district covering a little 
over 3 lakh households in five taluks viz., Tiruttani, Tiruvellore, Sriperumbudur, Kanchee- 
purtam. and Chengalpattu. The Pilot Census was carried out in 1,147 villages (inoluding 
two uninhabited villages) and 29 towns. 


Object of the Pilot Economic Census——The object of the Pilot Economic Census was 
to test out the suitability of the census forms designed, check the validity of the concepts and 
definitions adopted, and gain the necessary organisational and Operational experience in 
eensus Operations, 


Results of the Pilot Census —According to the 197] census, each district on an average 
had 6,000 establishments in the unorganised sector engaged in non-agricultural economic 
activities. Inthe 5 taluks covered by the Pilot Census in February 1977, the total number 
of establishments in the un-organised sector engaged in non-agricultural activities is 5,118 
The figures for the two periods are not comparable inview ofthe pilot census being confined 
only to 5 taluks, yet, the pilot census figures indicate the magnitude of thy probabl? increase 
jn the number of establishments. 


The Pilot Economie Census shows that of the 3,94,527 house holds/Units in the 5 
tasuks 45,242 house holds/Umits (15.6 per cent) are engaged in non-agricultural economic 
activities in rural areas and 47,034 house bolds/Units (44-9 per cent) in Urban areas. 
‘These include the unite in the organised section also. 


‘The number of own account enterprises 4s revealed by the Pilot Economic Ccnsus 
is 68,098. Of this 49 per cent is accounted for by rural areas. The average number ot own 
account enterprise per Village works out to 29. Inthe Urban areas, there are 85 out 
acceunt enterprises for every [000 Population, 
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The total number of establishments as per definition of establishment under the Econo- 
mic Census (i.e.) engaging atleast one paid worker on fairly regular basis as shown by the 
Pilot Economic Census is 13,658 including bigger ones in the organised sector. Of this 
about 48 per cent are in the rural areas, The average number of establishments in a village 
is 6. The number of establishments for every 1,000 population in urban areas is 17. 


Of the 13,658 establishments enumerated in the course of the pilot census, 6,519 (47.7 
per cent) are in the rural. areas, Of this 207 (3.2 per cent) were found to be carrying on their 
actilities without any permises of their own, 332 (5.1 per cent) are engaged in mixed 
activities. The rest of the establishments (7,139) are in the urban areas. Of this 137 
(1.9 per cent) do not have any premises of their own for carrying out their economic 
actIvities, 191 (2.7 per cent) are engaged in mixed activities. 


Of the 7,139 establishments identified in the urban areas, 3,372(47.2 per cent) are found 
to be engaged in manufacturing and repair services, 2,336 (32.7 per cent) in wholesale and 
retail trade and restaurants and hotels. There are only 18 establishments engaged in mining 
and quarrying in the area covered by the pilct census, i.e. (0.3 per cent). 


Out of the 6,519 establishments listed in the rural areas, 2,740 (42.0 per cent) are found 
to be engaged in manufacturing and repair services. 2,178 (33.4 per cent) in Community 
social and personal services. Only 9 establishments are found to be engaged in construction 
activity. 


Out of the 1,145 villages, 288 villages (25.1 per cent) have no establishments at all, as 
defined by the Central Statisticial Organisation for the purpose of the Economic census. 
234 villages have got one each, 147 have 2 each, 90 have 3 each, 73 have 4 each. 42 have 5 
each. and the rest have establishments 6 and above. 


Villages having population between 1,000 and 2,000 have about 27 per cent of the total 
number of establishments. There is only one village with population 10,000 and above 
with 13 establishments in the pilot census area. 


Of the 13.658 establishments covered by the pilot census, 11,057 establishments are only 
found to be employing persons between | to 5 ; 72 establishments employing persons bete 
ween 50 and 99 and only one employing between 1,000 and 1,999. 


The experience gained through the pilot economic census has facilitated suitable revision. 
of the forms designed. the norms of the work load ad pted and framing suitable design. 
for carrying out the main econ~mic census proposed to be conducted during the period 
ee ee and mid-November 1977, by the Central Statistical Organisation, New

WATER SUPPLY. 


During the quarter ended September 1977, most of the tanks in the districts of North 
Arcot, South Arcot, Salem, Coimbatore, Pudukottai, Ramanathapuram and Tirunelveli 
were dry. The water-supply in the other districts was also reported to be inadequate. 


The water level in the reservoirs of Redhills, Sholavaram, Poondi, Vaigai, Papanasam, 
Manimuthar, Pechiparai and Perunchani steadily decreased during the quarter under 
review. The water level in the reservoirs of Periyar, Amaravathi and Stanley increased 
in July but declined thereafter. The water level in Sathanur Dam, though increased durirg 
the first and third months, showed a decreasing trend in August. The water level in the 
Bhavani Reservoir declined in September and that of Wellingdon steadily increased during 
the quarter.

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II. AREA AND POPULATION. 
AREA, POPULATION, DENsITY, LITERACY, ETc. 


Tamil Nadu occupies the eleventh rank among the States in India in regard to size 
with an area of 130,069 sq. kms. 


As regards population, Tamil Nadu ranks fifth among the States in India. Accord 
ing to Census 1971 the population in Tamil Nadu is 41,199,168 of which 50°6 per cent are 
males and 49°4 pat cent are females. 28,734,334 persons or 69°7 per cent of the population 
are in rural areas and the remaining 12,464,834 persons or 30°3 per cent are in urban areas. 


Of the total population, 14,741,967 persons (35-8 per cent) are classified as workers 
and 26,457,201 persons (64:2 per cent) asnon-workers. Among the workers 11,667,065 
{79:1 par cent) are males and 3,074,902 (20:9 per cent)are females. 


Literates form 39-5 per cent of the total population (16,256,393 persons) as against 
31'4 per cent in 1961. Madras City has the highest percentage of literacy viz,62°01 while 
Dharmapuri district has the lowest percentage, viz., 22°3. 


According to Census 1971, the density of population in Tamil Nadu works out to 
317 p2rsq. km. Madras City has the highest density of population, viz.,19,293 while Dhar- 
mapuri district has the lowest density of population, viz. 174. 


The population of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in Tamil Nadu is 7,627,110 
forming 18-51 per cent of the total population. 7,315,595 persons belong to Scheduled 
Castes and 311,515 persons are Scheduled Tribes. Chengalpattu district has the largest 
percentage of these two classes of people i.e, 27:22 while Kanniyakumari district has the 
lowest petcentage of Scheduled Castesand Scheduled Tribes i-e., 4-12.

LAND UTILISATION. 


The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to vilage papers was 13-0 million: 
hectares in 1975-76. Out of which the net area sown accounted for 6-0 million hectares. 
The area cultivable but not cultivated showed 2-7 mllion hectares and the uncultivable 
land was 4-3 million hectares. Out of the 6:0 million hectares of the net area sown, 2°6- 
million hectares or about 43 per cent was irrigated. The area sown more than once was. 
1:2 million hectares of which 0°8 million hectares or about 65 per cent was irrigated. - 


Out of 2:7 million hectares of total area cultivable but not cultivated, 1:4 million: 
hectares or 52 per cent was under current fallows and the remaining 48 per cent was under 
other non-cultivated lands excluding current fallows. The extent of area under un-cvltiv~ 
able land was 4-3 million hectares comprising 2°0 miliion hectares (46 per cent) of forest 
land and 2:3 million hectares (54 per cent) of other uncultivable area including land put 
to non-agricultural uses. 


The gross cropped area was 7°2 million hectares out of which 3°4 million hectates or 
47 per cent was irrigated.

Irrigation —Out of 6:0 million hectares of net area sown, 2°6 million hectares 43 per 
cent was irrigated. The proportion of net area irrigated to the net area sown was above 50 
per cent in the deltaic district of Thanjavur being 86°1 per cent. In the non-deltaic 
districts of Chengalpattu, South Arcot and Pudukkottai the percentages are 71°7, 53°1 and 
50°1 respectively. The figure was less than 50 per cent in other districts of the State as

Wells and other sources.— Wells including tube wells were the Chief source of irrigation 
in Salem (76.8 per cent), Dharmapuri (59°5 per cent), North Arcot (53°0 per cent), Coim- 
batore (50.0 per cent), Tirunelveli (46°6 per cent), Madurai (46.1 per cent), Tiruchirapalli 
(35°0 per cent) and South Arcot (27.9 per cent) districts. 


Net area irrigated by springs, channels and kasams was negligible in the Nilgiris district. 


Wells supplementing other irrigation sources—Wells supplementing other irrigation 
sources served fairly large areasin North Arcot, Chengalpattu and South Arcot districts 
their percentages to the total net area irrigated in the districts being 10.9, 10.0 and 83 
respectively. 


Crops irrigated. -The area of crops irrigated in the State was 3.4 million hectares. 
Itwas more than 50 percent of the gross area sown under all crops in the districts of 
Chengalpattu. and Thanjavur, the percentages being 74.9 and 73-0 respectively. It was 
less than 25 per cent of gross area sown in the districts of Dharmapuri (18.4 per cent) and 
The Nilgiris (0°2 per cent). 


Of the total area of crops irrigated 81'5 per cent was under cereals and pulses, 3.8 per 
cent under sugarcane, 5:2 per cent under oil seeds (groundnut, gingelly and castor) 2.1 per 
cent under cotton and the remaining 7.4 per cent under other crops.

IV. CROP PROSPECTS. 


The rains received during the quarter ended 30th September 1977, were helpful for 
standing paddy, cotton, groundnut, cholam, cumbu, Ragi, etc., The rains had facilitated 
the preparatory village conditions of wet and dry crops in various parts of the State. Ploug- 
hing operations were steadily progressing in South Arcot district. Sowing of paddy, ground- 
nut, gingelly, cumbu, varagu and cholam were done in certain parts of South Arcot and 
Coimbatore districts. Transplantation of Samba paddy was in progress in certain parts 
of North Arcot district under well irrigation. In Pudukkottai district transplantation of 
paddy was in progress wherever water was available in the tanks. In Thanjavur district 
transplantation of Kuruvai paddy was over. The extent of area under Kuruvai paddy was 
about 3-20 lakh acres. Transplanation of Samba paddy had commenced in certain parts 
of Thanjavur district. Transplantation of paddy was completed in Madurai North, Madu- 
rai South, Nilakkottai, Uthamapalayam and Periyakulam taluxs of Madurai district. 
Sowing of paddy in Kamuthi and Devakottai sub-taluks and showing of varagu, ragi, gin- 
gelly in anyankudi sub-taluk of Ramnad were over. Sowings of groundnut, cumbu, 
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varagu, blackgram and chillics were in progress in certain parts of Sivaganga taluk, and 
Tiruchuli sub-taluk of Ramana.hapuram district. Paddy, eumbu, cholam, chillies, 
sroundrvt, plantain and sugarcane were the main standing crops in Tirunelveli district. 


Sowing of vegetables and Potatoes in certain pockets of the Nilgiris district was 
in progress. 

The condition of the standing crops was fair in all the districts of the State 
except in certain parts of South Arcot, Salem, Dharmapuri, Coimbatore, Ramanatha- 
puram, Tirunelveliand Kanyakumari districts due to inadequate rains and 
irregation facilities. Due to inadequate rain the manavari groundnut crops 
in Gingee Taluk of South Arcot was withering. Standing crops in 
certain parts of Coimbatore district started withering for want of water. Crops raised: 
in Mudukulathur taluk of Ramanathapuram district were withering for want of rains. 
More rains were Needed to save the standing crops. In some parts of Ambasamudram 
taluk of Tirunelveli district standing crops were withering for want of rains. 


Attack of red-hairy cater pillar ‘‘ Surul Poochi” on groundnut crop were noticed in 
Pertain parts of Tindivanam taluk of South Arcot. ‘‘ Bundry Top” desease to Banana 
plantation in Kodaikanal taluk of Madurai district were noticed. Necessary remedial 
measures were reported to have been taken bythe Agricultural Department to control 
the diseases. 


Harvest of Soreavari paddy and ragi was in progress in certain parts of North Arcot 
district. Harvest of groudnut crop had commenced in Chengam and Polur_ taluks of 
North Areot district. Harvest of groundnut crop was reported in ceriain 
parts of Salem district andthe yield was expected to be poor. Harvest of 
groundnut, cholam and ragi crops wasreported in certasin parts of Coimbatore 
and Pudukkottai districts. Harvest of Kuruvai paddy had commenced in Thanjavur 
district.

V. INDUSTRIES. 
ANNUAL SURVEY OF INDUsTRIFS. 


The Annual Survey of Industries is conducted under the collection of Statistics Act of 
1953. The factories registered under Section 2(m) (i) anc 2(m) (ii) of the Factories Act, 
1948, are covered bythe Annual Survey of Industries. The Survey is conducted in two parts 
viz. Census and Non-Census. Under the Census Sector, all factories using power and 
employing 50 or more workers and employing 100 or more workers, not using power are 
covered. The Non-census Sector comprises of all factories, employing 10 to 49 
workers and using power and employing 20 to 99 workers without the aid of power. 


The survey excludes fromits purview, the units engaged in Defence production, storage 
and distribution of oil, restaurants and services, Technical Training Institutions not pro- 


ducting anything for sale or exchange ; for reasons of security or for their non-manufacturing 
activity. 


The latest consolidated result, available, relates to the Annual Survey of Industries 
for 1974-75 (Provisional), 


The Annual Survey of Industries, 1974-75 has covered 6,664 factories as against 6,458 
factories during 1973-74. The productive capital, invested in various manufacturing indus- 
tries during the year 1974.75, is Rs. 1,583-10 crores, showing an increase of 9-8 percent over 
the corresponding productive capital for 1973-74. 


The number of employees during 1973-74 increased by 6°5 per cent over 1973-74. 
The salaries and wages paid to employees also increased by 26:7 per cent over 1973-74. The 
value of output and the value, added by manufacturing,during 1974-75, showed an increase 
of 42-1 and 31-1 respectively, over 1973-74. 


In short, there was a general progress and considerable improvement in the Indus 
trial vector of the economy in Tamil Nadu during 1974-75.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION, 


Industrial Production suffered a set back in Tamil Nadu during the Quarter ended 
June 1977 as the average general Index (Base 1970=100) fell to 141-2 recording a decrease of 
13,0 points or 8°4 per cent. 


Significant decreases in production were observed in respect of Sugar—Refined (55,5 
per cent, Superior kerosene (21-7 per cent, Eatth Moving Machinery 25-3 per cent,) High 
Pressure Boilers and Fitings (36-0 per cent), Textile Machinery-Frames 69-3 per cent), 
Dry Cells {27-9 per cent) and Motor Vehicle chassis (21,1 percent). 
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Sizeable increases output were noticed in respcet of Gypusm (72:2 per cnet), Refined 
Oil (196°3 per cent), Tea Proceessed (60-7 per cent), Printing Paper (22:2 per cent), Asbestos 
Cement Products (31-9 per cent), Coated Abrasives (21:4 per cent), Transformers (44:1 per 
cent), Railway Wagons (46-7 per cent) and Bicycles (98-4 per cent).

VI HANDLOOM. 


PRODUCTION OF HANDLOOM CLOTH, 


The production of handloom cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended June 1977 
has been estimated at 151,161 thousand metres as against the production of 151,776 thousand 
metres during the previous quarter. As in the previous quarter the production during the 
quarter under review continues to decrease by 0.41 per cent. 


Among the different varieties of handloom cloth produced, sarees alone accounted 
for 27.33 per cent while dhoties lungies and towels constituted 16.78 per cent, 13.52 per cent 
and 19.07 per cent respectively. The remaining 23.30 per cent of the productions was 
shared by shirtings, bedspreads, carpets, Gada, etc. 


Out of the total production cotton varieties alone constituted 86.88 per cent followed 
by art silk, mixture and silk at the rate of 6.44 per cent, 5.95 per cent and 0.73 per cent 
respectively. 


Regarding sales the All India Handloom exhibition conducted for 45 days during the 
quarter has eased the co-operative societies in disposing of their old stocks. As a result 
the average monthly sales to the total available stock has increased to 39.11 per cent from 
32.72 per cent as estimated in the previous quarter.

X. TRANSPORT.

Index number of whole sale prices of foodgrains and Commercial Products in Tamil Nadu. 


During the quarter ended September 1977, the index number of wholesale prices of 
foodgrains (21st August 1939100) registered an increase. As compared with the index 
for July 1977 the index number advanced by 41 points from 1,809 in July 1977 to 1850 in 
September 1977, or by 2.3 per cent. An increase in the prices of paddy II sort, rice 1 and 
II sorts, cholam and ragi contributed for the rise in the index. 


The index number of wholesale prices of Commercial Preducts declined by 43 points 
from 2,779 in July 1977 to 2,736 in September 1977 or by 1°5 per cent. Lower prices of 
peppcr, Cane Jaggery, groundnut (machine shelled), gingelly seed, castc1, gingelly oil, 
groundnut oil, cotton lint, cotton seed, tobacco, tanned cow hides and tanned goat and sheep 
skins were responsible for the downward trend in the index.

Consumer price index numbers for industrial workers. 


During the quarter under review, the Consumer Price Index Numbers fc1 September 
1977 (1960==100) as compared to July 1977 advanced in Madras City, Tuvchirapali, 
Coimbatore and Coonoor centres, while those cf Cveédaloie, Mecuiai ard Nagercoil 
centres registered a decline. 


As compared with the index for June 1977, the index for September 1977 was higher 
by four points cach at Cuddalore and Coimbatore, five points each at Macusaiand Coonoor, 
six points at Madras City and by eighteen points at Tiruchirapalli. The index for 
Nagercoil remained unchanged at 340 points 


As regards Madras City, the Consumer Price Ince x mumber for the month of July 
1977 advanced by four points to 304 when comyiic to June 1977 due mainly to higher

PLANTATION LABOUR. 


During the quarter ended September 1976, 308 plantations Were registered trcer the 
Plantation Act comprising of 143 Tea, 134 Coffee, 27 Rubber and 4 Cinchona Piantaticns 
in Tamil Nadu.Of these, 247 plantations compeising of 113 Tea, 105 Coffee, 25 Rubber 
and 4 Cinchona Plantation repor ted statistics relating to labour employed by them.. 


Tea Plantations —The Total number of workers employed. during the quarier ended 
September 1976 in Tea Plantations was 51,862 as against 52,897 during the quarter ended 
June 1976. The number of permanent workers employed during the quarter endec Sc ptem- 
ber 1976 was 46,631. The average daily earnings of permanent garden labour men, Women 
and. minor workers were Rs. 6°23 , Rs. 6°99 and Rs. 4°23 respectively. For outsic 2 labour 
men-women the earnings were Rs. 5°99 and Rs. 6°86 respectively. Miror wWerkers were 
not employed. 


Coffee Plantations.—The total number of workers employed during the quarter ended 
September 1976 was 8,404 as against 7,597 during the previous quarter. The number of 
permanent workers employed during the quarter under review was 5,159. The average 
daily earnings of permanent garden labour men, women, and minor, Were Rs. 5°34, Rs.4°88 
and. Rs. 3°66 respectively. The earnings of outside labour-men-woren and minor s were 
Rs. 4:34 and Rs. 3°93 and Rs. 2°56 respectively. 


Rubber Plantations —The total number of workers employed during the quarter 
ended September 1978 in RubberPlantations was!,451 as against],5]2 during the previous 
quarter.

XV. STATE INCOME. 
TREND IN STATE INCOME. 


According to revised estimates, the Net State Domestic Product of Tamil Nadu for 
the year 1975-76 had shown an increase of 7-7 per cent over the previous year. 


This increase has been attributed to a record production of 77'6 lakh tonnes of food 
grains during the year as against 47°97 lakh tonnes in 1974-75. The increase in agricul- 
tural production was accounted for mainly by cereals viz., rice (+64 percent), Jowar) 
(+50 0 per cent), Bajra (-;-60°0 per cent), Mize (+87 per cent) and Ragi (+360 per cent 
and supplemented by increased production in groundnut (56°0 per cent) cotton (+42°0 
per cent), Tobacco (4-170°0 per cent), Chillies (+240 per cent) and turmeric (56 per 
cent). 


In percentage terms the income accruing from Agricultural Secitcr recorded an increase 
of 5:3 for Tamil Nadu while there was a decrease of 4°9 per cent at all India level. On the 
Whole, the development in the agricultural front during 1975-76 has been satisfactory for 
Tamil Nadu. Certain other sectors had also contributed to the increase during the year 
1975-76. The out standing among them are fishery (7'4 per cent), mining and quarrying 
(8°3 per cent) manufacturing (Registered (4°8 per cent), manufacturing (un-registe1<a) 
(7.0 per cent) construction (7-3 per cent) Transport by other means (13-0 per cent) Banking 
and Insurance (17°2 per cent) and public administration (3°8 per cent). 


The performance of production in the traditional industrial gocds especially textiles 
(5°5 per cent) mixed fertilised (531'8 per cent) cement (8°9 per cent) and electricity (6-Oper 
cent) tea (14-6 per cent) and coffee (4°1 per cent) and the increased activity in the mining 
industry (8*2 per cent) supplemented by the industrial discipline during 1975-76 enabled 
the manufacturing sector to forge ahead, inspite of the economic strain suffered during 
the first half of the year under review. This has proved that the performance of Agricul- 
tural Sector during the year was better than Industrial Sector thereby restcrirg the tempo 
of overall economic development in 1975-76 which suffered severe setback during the pre- 
vious year 1974-75. 


Conttraction Industry also gathered record momentum in 1975-76, in which the building 
cost index number for labour registered an increase to the extent of 374°8 points in 1975-76 
from 241°5 in 1974-75 (1961-62100). 


Transport by other means sector showed an increase of 13°0 per cent of Whichhe 
machanis¢d road transport accounts for a larger share due to increase in fleet streth 
expanded, operation and revision of fares.
